that 
these conversations had for their ob­ 
ject “not peace at any price, but an 
honorable peace.” 
“ Were you not aware 
that 
such 
declarations, in view of the 
perilous 
situation in the Italian arm ies, were 
likely to be disastrous to 
the

I ten te?” asked President Bourgeois. 
M. Caillaux explained: 
“I desired 


to sound the Italians in their disposi­ 
tion toward peace. 
Knowing the per­ 
ilous situation I desired to end 
the 
useless bloodshed.”

cured by the French governm ent form 
the vault of a Florence bank which

Mme. Caillaux was

safe deposit box at Florence

had been rented in her name. The de­ 
fendant explained this by saying that 
the receptacle was only for his wife’s 
use and was not to be used for propa­ 
ganda documents.

So Congress has been laboring hard to form a measure to 
give the railroads relief, and on Monday passed a Railroad Bill 
which is now in the hands of President Wilson to sign or veto. 
He is expected to sign it. although Labor Chiefs will urge its veto, 
and there is talk of a "strike" if he does, the measure not being 
tatisfactory to them.
